Epain o proclaim Immediately an
armistice In Cuba to lost untll Doto-
ber, during wlich interval the United
States wilh vee [te good oMees with the
insurgents to make this temporary
pence permanent: and, second, Spain
to do her best woward relleving suffer-
ing and starvation on the island, with
America to be allowed Lo assiet In this
work

Washington, March #0.—The above
dispaten wae shown to an official of
1he adminlztration whose position is
such as to glve weight to his utter-
ances, Hoé apid that in view of today's
events, the Madrid statement of the
presgident’s proposition was not to be
taken seriously, The armistice echeme
referred (o was the very one which had
almost cauged an open revolt in con-
proes, Ther soministration was guoted
as sayineg rtoday that an armistice
would nog be pressed. The probable
explnnation was that the armistice
story had been clreulated by the gov-
ernment in Mudrid for home consump-
1ion.

The capture of Shendy was a bel-
lant manoeuvre, as the miln body of
Deérvishes, who ndvanced agninst the
Anglo-Egyptian forces from Shendy. is
now cut off from Its base, and 8 ro-
serve depot is destroyed.

The Dervishes who advancoed agalnst
the Anglo-Egyntian army atre In-
trenched at El Hilgl, on the Atbara
river.
